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MARKET  REVIEW 

Sugar  sales  this  year  through  Oct.  17  continue  at  a  record  rate, 
although  reported  deliveries  since  Sept.  1st  were  only  slightly 
larger  than  those  of  the  comparable  period  of  last  year. 

Preliminary  reports  of  distribution  by  all  primary  distributors 
through  Oct.  17,  1970  totaled  9? 039? 000  short  tons,  raw  value,  compared 
with  8,519,000  tons  and  8,6l7,000  tons  during  the  corresponding  periods 
of  1969  and  1968.     Adjustment  of  constructive  deliveries  to  the  year 
of  actual  delivery  would  bring  total  physical  deliveries  in  the  1970 
period  to  95079?000  tons,  or  3^3,000  tons  and  4^1,000  tons  more,  respec- 
tively, than  physically  delivered  in  the  same  periods  of  I969  and  I968. 

Reported  deliveries  through  Oct.  17  of  this  year  total  about  78 
percent  of  the  consumption  requirements  established  for  the  year  com- 
pared with  deliveries  of  79  percent  and  78  percent,  respectively,  of 
the  annual  requirements,  estimated  for  I969  and  I968. 

Cane  sugar  refiners  reported  distribution  of  6,025,000  tons  through 
Oct.  17,  1970.     This  was  20^,000  tons  more  than  during  the  comparable 
period  of  19^9,  but  123,000  tons  less  than  during  that  period  of  I968. 
Beet  sugar  processors'  deliveries  in  1970  through  Oct.  17,  were  reported 
as  2,853,000  tons,  or  313,000  tons  and  585,000  tons  more,  respectively, 
than  during  those  periods  of  I969  and  I968. 

Regionally,  Jan. -Aug.  1970  reported  deliveries  of  refined  sugar 
were  7.I  percent  more  than  reported  during  those  months  of  I969.  Each 
of  the  five  regions  reported  increased  deliveries  with  the  North  Central 
region  up  the  most--10.6  percent --followed  by  the  West  which  was  up  6.k 
percent,  the  mid-Atlantic  up  5*5  percent,  the  South  up  ^.2  percent,  and 
the  New  England  region  up  2.8  percent. 

Deliveries  during  the  first  eight  months  of  1970  were  larger  for 
h2  states  than  in  the  first  eight  months  of  19^9,  and.  smaller  for  eight. 
In  22  of  these  states,  deliveries  of  sugar  in  the  1970  period  were  over 
100,000  hundredweight  more  than  during  the  same  period  of  I969.  Illinois 
had  the  largest  reported  increase,  1,800,000  hundredweight,  followed  by 
California,  where  deliveries  increased  933,000  hundredweight,  Michigan 
up  700,000,  Ohio  up  688,000,  and  Pennsylvania  up  573,000  hundredweight. 
Of  the  eight  states  reporting  smaller  deliveries  in  the  1970  period, 
Georgia  received  91?000  hundredweight  less.     The  remaining  seven  states 
received  in  the  range  of  27P00  hundredweight  less  in  New  Hampshire  to 
3,000  hundredweight  less  in  Alaska,  Maine  and  Rhode  Island. 

Preliminary  stocks  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  held  by  all  primary  dis- 
tributors on  Oct.  3,  1970  totaled  1,035,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  or 
about  3^9,000  tons  less  than  a  month  earlier,  and  36l,000  tons  less  than 
at  the  end  of  September  last  year.     Beet  processors'   stocks  of  32^? 000 
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tons    were  233? 000  tons  less  than  a  month  ago  and  l66,000  tons  less  than 
a  year  ago.     Cane  refiners'  inventories  of  676,000  tons  were  55,000  tons  less 
than  at  the  end  of  Aug.  1970  and  about  132,000  tons  less  than  a  year 
earlier. 

Prospects  for  sugarbeet  production  continued  to  improve  in  September ^ 
according  to  the  Department's  Crop  Reporting  Board.     Based  on  conditions 
as  of  October  1,  production  is  now  forecast  at  26.^  million  tons,  five 
percQit  below  last  year's  record  crop  but  four  percent  more  than  the  I968 
crop.     Good  growing  conditions  and  much  needed  rainfall  throughout  the 
North  Central  sugarbeet  areas  improved  yield  prospects.     Harvest  had 
begun  in  that  region  on  a  plant  capacity  basis  and  limited  harvest  had 
begun  in  some  of  the  mountain  states  where  frosts  had  occurred  but  were 
not  severe  enough  to  damage  the  crop.     Harvesting  was  occurring  in  all 
areas  of  California  except  the  Imperial  Valley,  where  digging  had  been 
completed.     In  Arizonia,  harvest  of  spring  planted  beets  was  expected 
to  begin  about  mid-October.     The  indicated  U.  S.  average  yield  of  sugar- 
beets  per  acre  was  I8.6  tons  compared  with  18.O  tons  in  I969  and  I968. 

The  October  forecast  for  the  production  of  sugarcane  for  sugar  and 
seed  on  the  mainland  and  in  Hawaii  was  25.3  million  tons,  unchanged 
from  September's  prediction  but  about  12  percent  above  the  1969  crop. 
During  September  rainfall  had  been  adequate  in  Florida  and  temperatures 
favored  crop  development.     In  Louisiana,  the  crop  made  rapid  gro>rt:h 
but  excessive  rainfall  caused  some  lodging.     Harvesting  of  the  Louisiana 
crop  was  expected  to  get  under  way  about  mid-October.     The  crop  of 
Hawaiian  sugarcane  progressed  well  during  September  under  near  ideal 
growing  conditions. 

Production  of  cane  sugar  in  Hawaii  through  Oct.  10,  1970  amounted 
to  1,079,57^  tons,  96°  basis,  compared  with  1,012,696  tons  produced 
through  Oct.  11,  last  year. 

The  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange  spot  quotation  for  raw 
sugar  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New  York  averaged  8.16  cents  per 
pound  during  September,  down  from  8.I9  cents  in  August  and  up  from  7.83 
cents  in  September  of  last  year.     The  quotation  began  in  September  on  a 
strong  note  at  8.20  cents  per  pound  but  on  Sept.  9  weakened  to  8.I8  cents 
and,  on  Sept.  10,  to  8.1^  cents  where  it  remained  for  the  balance  of  the 
month.     The  quotation  started  October  on  a  stronger  note  at  8.17  cents 
but  on  Oct.  13,  declined  to  8.I5  cents  and  on  Oct.  21,  to  8.I3  cents. 
For  the  period  Jan.  1  through  Oct.  20,  1970  the  quotation  averaged  8.O9 
cents  per  pound  compared  with  7*7^  cents  for  Jan.  1  through  Oct.  21,  I969. 
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Since  the  last  issue  of  Sugar  Reports  one  announcement  affecting 
the  quoted  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  at  wholesale  was  noted.  On 
October  23,  1970  a  heet  sugar  processor  in  the  intermountain  Northwest 
region  announced  that  effective  close  of  business  the  same  day,  the 
basis  price  for  lOO-pound  paper  bags  of  fine  granulated  sugar  would  be 
increased  .15  cent  per  pound,  from  11. 05  cents  to  11.20  cents.    Provi- • 
sion  was  included  for  consideration  of  orders  for  shipment  or  delivery  by 
close  of  business  Oct.  30?  1970  at  prices  in  effect  prior  to  the  announced 
increase. 

Shown  below  are  the  price  quotations  as  of  October  27  for  refined 
sugar  sold  at  wholesale  in  the  basis  pack  by  regions.    Actual  prices 
may  differ  significantly  from  the  quotations  in  response  to  competitive 
conditions .

The  U.  S.  average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-po'und. 
paper  bags  was  I3.16  cents  per  pound  during  September,  up  from  13.12 
in  August  and  12.52  in  September  of  last  year.     For  the  first  three 
quarters  of  1970  the    retail  price  averaged  12. 85  cents  per  pound  or 
3.9  percet  above  the  average  for  the  first  three  quarters  of  I969. 


The  spot  quotation  for  World  sugar,  bagged  and  stowed  at  Greater 
Caribbean  ports,  including  Brazil  (the  No.  8  Contract  of  the  New  York 
Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange)  averaged  3.93  cents  per  pound  di.ring  Septem- 
ber, up  from  3-89  cents  in  August  and  3*10  cents  in  September  of  last 
year.     The  quotation  for  the  No.  11  Contract  (bulk),  initiated  by  the 
Exchange  on  May  5?  1970  to  replace  the  No.  8  Contract,  averaged  3.86 
cents  per  pound  in  September  up  from  3.83  cents  in  Aug"ast.     The  No.  8 
Contract,  as  a  result  of  a  resolution  by  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange,  will  be  phased  out  by  year  end 
1970  in  favor  of  the  No.  11  Contract.     The  quotation  for  the  No.  11 
Contract  was  steady  at  3.8^  cents  perpoimd  from  Sept.  21  through  Oct.  6, 
1970.     Subsequently,  the  quotation  followed  a  strong  trend  increasing 
to  ^.00  cents  on  Oct.  26.     For  the  period  Oct.  1-27  the  quotation 
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averaged  3 '90  cents  per  pomid,  or  .07    cents  below  the  aveu-age  of  the 
quotations  for  the  No.  8  Contract  for  this  period.

The  determination  continues  the  provisions  of  the 
1969  crop  determination  without  change,  except 
that  the  molasses  payment  to  producers  is  to  be 
based  on  5.8  gallons  (formerly  5.9)  of  blackstrap 
molasses  per  net  ton  of  sugarcane,  in  order  to  re- 
flect the  most  recent  5-year  average  recovery.  The 
basic  price  per  ton  of  standard  sugarcane  remains 
$1.12  for  each  cent  oer  oound  of  the  season's  ave- 
rage price  of  raw  sugar. 

A  public  hearing  was  held  in  Belle  Glade,  Florida, 
on  May  26,  1970,  affording  interested  persons  the 
opportunity  to  present  testimony  relating  to  fair 
and  reasonable  prices  for  the  1970-crop  Florida 
sugarcane.
